We appreciate the use of their home. 
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This year, Peach County had a special assembly in which the 
students were allowed to vote on government offices and issues. 
Although this vote didn’t count in the official election, the student 
body had their own opinions. 

The students of Peach County did support a freeze on the develop- 
ment and production of nuclear weapons by a vote of 519 for to 248 
against. However, our students rejected deficit spending to finance 
the federal budget by a vote of 549 to 208, and, we favored increas- 
ing federal aid to education by 84%. The results from the drinking 
age issue weren’t surprising, especially since we were dealing with 
the group that would be affected by this law; 590 students voted 
against raising the drinking age, while 170 students said that it 
should be raised. The votes were close in the statewide lottery issue, 
but our students voted it down — 394 to 363.
